Health center to remain open 


The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington (RHCW) will continu 
to operate as usual, it was announced 
by Executive Vice President Nick 
Balog last Friday 

His statement came on the heels of 
an announcement that Cho: 
Symmes Health Services was filing 
for bankruptcy. Choate-Symmes is 
the parent organization for the 
RHCW as well as Choate Memorial 
Hospital in Woburn and Symmes 
Hospital in Arlington 

The reorganization will probably 
result in the closing of Choate by 
year's end and possibly the sale of 
the RHCW 

A key reason for the bankruptcy 
filing was said to be a debt of some 
$32 million, on which the organi 
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zation has defaulted on interest 
payements. Contributing factors 
include a cutback in state subsidies. 
changes in reimbursement patterns 
and a surplus of hospital rooms 
The reorganization of Choate 
Symmes does not affect the health 
center's work force or services, 
said Balog. While the 11-year-old 
Wilmington facility is a division of 
Choate-Symmes, it has long term 
financial viability, as scen through 
steady increases in patient visits and 
a growing utilization of services 
There is a substantial need within 
the community for services at the 
Health Center,” said Balog 
"Plans will be developed to identify 
partics interested in purchasing the 
health center,” he said. "Because it 
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has served over 125,000 patients and 
maintains a variety of successful 
service: the health center is 
appealing to a number of organi 
zations,” said Balog. He 
indicated that services at the modem 
ambulatory care facility would 
continue without interruption 
Individuals needing medical care by 
appointment or on an immediate 
basis should continue to rely upon 
health center services

According to the basic rules for 
an Individual Retirement Account, 
your contributions are supposed to 
Femain in the account until you are 
59 1/2 years old.

distributions must be in the form of 
substantially equal periodic 
payments designed to extend over 
the lifetime of the owner. 

There are several ways to 
determine the appropriate 
distributions - divide the account 
balance by the months or years of 
your life expectancy, or that of you 
and your spouse; amortize the fund 
over life expectancy at the interest 
rate you expect to receive; or 
annuitize payments with the help of 
an actuary.

Having assumed his temporary role at 
Tewksbury while maintaining his full-time job as 
executive director of the Western Massachusetts 
Hospital, Molleur may be a prime example of a state 
employce who's really eared his mileage money. 

As his tenure as interim director winds down, with a 
Permanent replacement "very, very close to appoint- 
ment,” Molleur has initiated the reform most greatly 
A necded at the state's largest public hospital; providing 
services in a non-political fashion, 

I was the political pressure allegedly brought to bear 
on past director Bob Lawrence that led to his 
departure this summer. In a significant controversy, 
Lawrence suddenly resigned amidst allegations by 
some Tewksbury Hospital board members that his 
departing was politically orchestrated by a local state 
legislator active in hospital affairs. The matter 
i received sufficient attention to spur three state 
f senators, among them Patricia McGovem, to call for 
an investigation. According to McGovern's office the 
senate inquiry is still pending. 

So Molleur's immediate role was to paste some 
Picces together and maintain whatever stability 
possible pending the appointment of his successor. To 
1 dute, it would appear he's succeeded, in large part due 
| to his philosophy on keeping politics and hospital 
administration divided. 

Molleur, like any other state administrator managing 
something of value, has been approached by politicians 
for constituent favors in the past. But as the director of 
Westem Mass. Hospital he’s always had a frank answer 
for the local rep. or senator secking to get a political 
friend preference on the hospital bed waiting list. 
“When you ask me to bump someone for you, we'd 
just be bumping someone else, also in need," says 
Molleur. 

Perhaps as an incentive for the politicians to put their 
money where their mouths are, Molleur is fond of 
responding to requests for hospital beds with the 
following line: "Put an addition on this building, with 
enough beds for everyone, and I'll do it,” 

With this type of attitude,or old fashioned courage, a 
chief executive officer like Molleur is exactly what 
Tewksbury State Hospital needs on a more permanent 
basis, As for politics at Tewksbury itself, Molleur was 
frank from the beginning. "I was more than willing to 
talk to any local rep., but I made it clear what my 
philosophy was; we have to demonstrate that we can 
run this hospital for the good of everyone, not just 
those who are connected," said Molleur. 


Looking to the future, the next Tewksbury Hospital 
director faces a multitude of challenges. Specifically, 
Moller points to the “instability” in leadership (there 
has been a high tumover in hospital directors at 
Tewksbury), a “lack of sufficient management per- 

i sonnel,” and the present “turmoil” in the Baystate 
health care system. 

But those points aside, the reputation of the hospital 
and the morale of its staff may most depend on 


de-politicizing the environment, and withstanding any 
extemal pressures that are brought to bear. "I need to 
be a man of principle and call things the way I sce 


them," said Molleur. 
Should his successor share that sentiment, Tewks- 
bury Hospital will have a bright future.

Our schools are hurting. Talk to those in the front line. 
Talk to the teachers, who are making do with fewer 
textbooks, supplies, and other tools which help make 
leaming come alive for our children. Talk to the educators 
who are still teaching outdated curriculums, often in larger 
classes than before, and doing without professional days 
and workshops which would allow them to grow in their 
profession. 

Talk to the directors and principals who, in their 
dedication, are taking on more and more tasks formerly 
assigned to central office and support staff. Talk to those 
instructors and administrators who spent years on 
curriculum committecs only to have their recommen- 
dations fall by the wayside because the moncy is just not 
there. 

Talk to the superintendent of schools, who held such high 
hopes for Wilmington last January. Talk to him about his 
well-thought-out plans for improving both the curriculum, 
which had previously only been addressed in piecemeal 
fashion, and teacher morale. Talk to him now and you 
might find that his current priority is simply to hold the 
line so the system doesn't backslide in this time of financial 
distress. 

Talk to those parents who give up part of their day to 
transport their children back and forth to school and who 
still worry about safety on busy roads. Talk to school 
PACs, which may be called upon to raise funds not only 
for the educational extras like puppet shows and trips, but 
necessities as well 

Talk to the students, who don't know whether the club or 
Sport they are in today will be cut tomorrow. Talk to our 
gifted children, who have already been impacted by the loss 


of one teacher in Project Enterprise, and to the average to 
below-average student who will surely suffer with any 
further loss of substitutes, teachers’ aids, and tutors. 

Talk to the Wilmington School Committee and really 
listen when respected members like Aldo Caira tell you 
“the schools really, really need the money." Listen to 
someone like Shirley Callan tell you that, unlike building 
and athletic field repairs, the "marginal" student can't be 
put on hold. Listen to Jim Demos tell you it's about time 
caring citizens "stand up and talk" in favor of education and 
make Icaming a top priority in Wilmington. And listen to 
John DeMarco tell you if we want the next generation to 
carry the burden, we must take steps now to provide an 
education "that means something.” : 

‘The fact is you, the voter, hold the fate of the Wilmington 
School System and, in a larger sense, the fate of our future 
adults and leaders, in your hands, At Monday's special town 
meeting, the choice will be up to you. You will have to 
decide how to distribute the current budget shortfall of 
$538,000. 

When pressed, the school committee said, if they had to, 

they could bear a further reduction of $142,000. The cuts 
members made Wednesday in such areas as workshops, 
textbooks, substitute teachers, contract services, and 
athletics did not come easily or without pain.

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Choate-Symmes in fiscal health crisis

The news last week out of Wobum was unsettling, to say the 
least. Choate Symmes Hospitals has filed for bankruptcy. 

The bankruptcy filing gives the health care organization time to 
reorganize. If the reorganization is successful, the company will 
emerge as a leaner entity, able to mect its obligations and continue 
operations. 

There is also the possibility that the debt load will simply 
overwhelm the ability of Choate-Symmes to survive 

What does this mean in Wilmington? 

Choate-Symmes is the parent organization of the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington. Does this mean that the health 
center is in jeopardy? 

According to a release issued by Choate-Symmes, the health 
center is in no danger of closing, The company will seck buyers 
for the health center, but operations will continue as usual. 

How could an organization running three health care facilities 
get into such financial difficulty? 

Choate-Symmes was created a few years ago by the merger of 
Choate Memorial Hospital in Woburn and Symmes Hospital in 
Arlington. That merger took place because of weaknesses in both 
facilities. By merging, certain functions could be carried out by 
one department serving both hospital: 

But there are several factors at work which make it very 
difficult to run a hospital in this area today. 

First of all, there are more hospital rooms in the area than are 
needed.

subsidies to many hospitals, enabling them to maintain those 
rooms. Meanwhile insurers have been pushing for earlier release 
of patients to reduce costs. If a patient only stays four nights 
instead of six, that means the hospital takes in less money. 

Last year, the state passed a new law regulating health insurance. 
One heavily-publicized and politicized portion of that law 
requires Massachusetts employers to provide health insurance for 
employ 

The law, though, was incredibly complex. One of its features 
was that it drastically pared down the amount by which the state 
would subsidize hospital rooms. This means that some hospitals 
are going to be closed, because the state can no longer subsidize 
them. It now appears that the Choate Hospital in Wobum will be 
among the first to close. 

Another factor in the Choate-Symmes bankruptcy is a bonded 
indebtedness of some $32 million. It was the hospital's default on 
the interest payments on that $32 million that were cited as the 
cause of the bankruptcy. 

The Choate-Symmes bankruptcy is but a part of an upheaval of 
health care systems across the nation, Small cities are finding they 
cannot afford to have a hospital. Insurance premiums are 
skyrocketing. Patients are finding themselves discharged much 
more quickly than would have been the case a few years ago. 

One of the ironies of the bankruptcy is that the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington is actually doing well. The 11-year old 
facility was designed with streamlined services aimed at keeping 
health costs low. In terms of patient care, the center maintains an 
emergency unit, and provides a setting where doctors can hold 
office hours with patients, along with many other services. 

Last year, the health center curtailed its hours, eliminating the 
24-hour care that had been available during its first ten years of 
operation, The causes of that were two-fold. One was the 
climination of a state subsidy; the other was the availability of 
para-medics who can respond to ambulance calls. In other words, 
the ambulance service has become so good that the patients 
gencrally can by-pass the Regional Health Center emergency 

room.

They examine, in company with 
the student, the indications of 
abilities, achicvements and 
interests, in order to develop in the 
pupils a positive and realistic 
perception of themselves, Students 
who seek counsel are afforded the 
greatest possible opportunity to 
deVelop their education, and their 
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social and emotional potentials. A 
wide varicty of services not 
normally to be found in 
classrooms, or in school counseling 
settings is provided 

Academic Progress Reports are 
available to students, each Friday 
in the Guidance Office of 
Tewksbury High. The student 
should request that cach teacher fill 
out a form, at the end of a class 
period. The student is then 
expected to take this form home, in 
order that parents may peruse 

Students who are going to be 
absent for a period of time due to 
illness should bring a doctor's 
certificate to the office of the High 
School superintendent. Arran 
ments can then be made for a tutor, 
to assist student. 

There is a summer school, during 
July and early August, cach year, 
for students who have failed 
courses during the school year 
The sessions are during morning 
hours, and students may clect to 
pursue a maximum of 10 credits.

The PSAT is also used as the 
qualifying cxam for the National 
Merit Scholarship Program 
Students who qualify win letters of 
commendation, or achieve 
semifinalist or finalist status - and 
scholarships. 

A complete sample SAT is 
available to all students in 
Tewksbury High and provides an 
excellent opportunity for pupils to 
familiarize themselves with the 
question formats. The samples are 
available in a pamphlet, entitled 
Taking the SAT. They may be had 
in the Guidance Office. 

Two hundred thirty-five to $269 
hundred thousand are available 
annually, for Tewksbury High 
students scholarships. Of this $5 
to $65 thousand comes from 
organizations and business firms of 
Tewksbury 

Applications start in April, and 
must all be submitted by May 10. 

Speaking of scholarships Betses 
told the Lions "We do not reflect 
by favorites. A student in 
Tewksbury High who gets more 
than one or two scholarships 
receives them from local clubs, or 
other sources.”

Wilmington appeals 
board decisions 


The hallway in the Town Hall, 
Wilmington outside of the Board 
of Appeals room, was crowded 
Tuesday night. Members of more 
than half a dozen families were 
present, to have input on a proposal 
for a 10,000 foot lot, in a 20,000 
foot zone. 

One of the cases involved the 
Wilmington Lodge of Masons, for 
which no one appeared. When that 
case was called a member of the 
board spoke up, at the door to the 
hall "Anyone here from the 
Masons?" 

Someone in the crowd had an 
answer: “How about the Sons of 
Italy? Will that do? 

Fred D. Cain was granted the 
right to install a Jiffy Lube car 
wash, on the property across Main 
Street from the Fred F, Cain 
garage. The hearing was held a few 
weeks ago, and the board did not 
have an answer right away. 

A stipulation was given that the 
right was an “accessory use.” If 
ever the Fred F. Cain garage 
becomes the property of another 
firm the right for the car wash will 
no longer exist. 

Jeanne Begonis of 12 Cedar 
Street was granted her appeal for a 
variance, She may enclose an 
existing deck, in back of the house, 
and construct a 24 by 24 garage, 
no closer than 10 feet from the lot 
line. 

Kevin Roy of Grand Street was 
granted the right to erect a 12 by 
16 foot shed in the back corner of 
the lot, in the “least obtrusive” 
place. There is a garage on the 
property, the location of which 
affected the site for the shed. 

Bruce Bennett of 78 Grove 
Avenue had acquired half of a two 
car garage when he got his 
property, with the garage being 
half on the neighbor's lot. He tore 
it down and built another garage, 
which was too close to the lot line. 
The appeals board gave him 
permission to keep the new garage. 

Lorraine Manuel of 277 
Shawsheen Avenue did not win her 
case, a case which brought in a lot 
of neighbors. 

Lorraine has lived at the present 
site since 1945 with frontage on 
sheen Avenue, and frontage 
on Moore Sweet. She wanted to 
give the land fronting on Moore 
Sweet to her granddaughter sso the 
granddaughter could build a home. 

The front lot would contain 


18,839 square fect, and the lot to be 
given to the granddaughter would 


have 10,151 square fect. 

The neighborhood is zoned for 
20,000 foot lots, and more than 
half a dozen neighbors and families 
were present to protest. The 
spokesman was Robert Marino of 
2 Moore Street. 


Mr. Marino cited four objections, 
saying the proposal is a "direct 
violation", and the variance would 
be 45 percent more than should be 
allowed, and saying that there was 
no observance of the depth 
requiremeht. Marino also spoke of 
water that flowed, he said, into 
Lubbers Brook. The chairman said 
that any water problem should be 
taken before the Conservation 
Commission. So several other 
persons spoke up about the water 
problem, people not only from 
Moore Street, but from Bond 
Street. 

Chairman Bruce McDonald, at 
the end of the discussion said that 
he could not vote in favor, The 
board was unanimously in 
sentiment with the chairman, 

Katherine Blaisdell of 65 
McDonald Road was granted a 
variance authorizing the 
construction of an addition, within 
the sideyard setbacks on the 
property, but no closer than 10 feet 
from the side line,

Crysille Weinberg was a well 
known resident of Wilmington not 
too many years ago, 

Her husband, Meyer, better 
known as Mike, was a clothing 
merchant.

In my few short weeks of tying to 
Jearn the ancient art of bowmanship, 
T've picked up a few vital facts. With 
luck I'll be ready for the bow season 
for deer, which starts in November, 
if Ican get my act together. 

Basics never change. A good 
stance, a consistent grip and draw, 
pulling the string in the same place 
every time, and a workable follow- 
through are the differences between 
hitting the target or hitting dirt. It's 
a lot like golf -- bad basics mean bad 
shots, and bad shots are unacceptable 
while hunting. They can wound. 

Draw weights vary. When first 
I bought the bow, I couldn't draw 
the string at all. Reducing the draw 
weight down made the difference. 
Now I've built up the muscles in my 
arms and the bow doesn't shake as 
much. It's more comfortable, and 
that's key! We're buddies now. 

Choose your weapon. Picking 
out a first bow is a nightmare. There 
are all sorts of things involved, and 
no two bows are alike. However, I 
was told the Bear-Jennings Whitetail 
Hunter II was a good first bow, and 
it scems true enough. But talk with a 
pro before you buy. Learn lots. 


Broadheads are nasty! That's 
why I'm wearing a Band-aid on my 
thumb this weck. Those razors are 
meant to cut, which they do. Use a 
broadhead wrench at all tims 

Arrowheads must match. Why 
did my broadheads hit higher on the 
target than my blunter field points? 
Were the broadheads "planing" in 
flight? But the scale at the pharmacy 
told me the real answer. My field 
points are noticeably heavier than 
the broadheads, and the arrows flew 
differently. Now I'll have to sight-in 
the bow again, All that practice for 
naught, but I learned something that 
could be important later. Also, that 
explains why both types of points 
are sometimes sold together, so the 
two will be the same weight. Aha! 

Targets don't stop arrows. If 
you use one of those foam targets 
for practice, don't lean the foam pad

against a urce, like I did. The foam 
will stop broadheads, but the arrow 
goes halfway through the pad before 
stopping. Had to dig the arrowhead 
out of the tree with a knife, while 
wrestling with the foam pad. Fun. 

Practice real distances. Using 
a measured target range is nice, but 
the forest isn't marked in distances. 
Pace off your distance (a long stride 
is about a yard) and shoot from that 
spot. Then, in the field, you can just 
pace off distances from your stand 
and hang colored yarn for markers. 
Sure, a 30-yard target range is nice, 
but who carries a measuring tape? 

Camoflage is a crock. Rambo 
style may be the rage in fashion, but 
deer are still colorblind. They can't 
tell what color you wear. I once had 
two deer stroll by at poking distance 
without ever seeing me, or the blaze 
orange I was wearing. Now, are you 
wearing cammics for the deer, or to 
look fashionable? Be honest. 


Not straight or level. Arrows 
wobble like hell as they leave your 
bow, stabilize a few feet later, then 
proceed to the target fairly straight. 
But it's worth a comment that any 
change in shooting position, such as 
climbing into a tree, will cause the 
impact point to change dramatically 
You'll hit Jow. I'm still studying this 
phenomenon. Film at 11. 

Practice dressing. After a few 
rounds of practice this summer, it 
dawned on me that I won't wear my 
shorts and a tank-top during deer 
season. So now I dress up for bow 
practice, and I've noticed a change 
Why wear a "slap-guard" over a 
heavy coaf sleeve? And the brim of a 
baseball cap hits the string, so that's 
out, too. Interesting stuff to know. 

Practice reality, too. Alright, 
Tl admit I'm lazy. Most of my deer 
season is spent sitting under a tree, 
but sitting is a tough way to shoot a 
bow. And I've never stood up to take 
a shot during deer season with a gun, 
so why am I learning the standing 
shot? Hmm. 

The Snake Factor, Arrows that 
hit the ground accidently are called 
snakes, since they disappear into the

grass. After all, they're moving in a 
horizontal direction, and they slide 
under the leaves. My bow quiver 
now holds five shafts instead of six, 
because one snake never came home. 
Lesson learned. Buying extra shafts 
is expensive, but its better than using 
practice arrows, since nobody uses a 
practice arrow in the field. 

Repairs are common. A tube of 
crazy glue will be in my pocket on 
opening day. It's the quickest thing 
to use when one of the fletchings 
pulls off, and that happens routin: 
I've never had a practice session t 
didn't end with arrow repairs. I'll 
put the glue in the same pocket as my 
ever-present roll of electrical tape 


Spare bowstring. I'll also carry 
an extra bow string in my pocket on 
opening day. Murphy's Law has not 
been repealed, and those razor-edge 
broadheads just make me nervous 
The string is bound to get cut 

Tune a fish? Bows are supposed 
to be professionally “tuned” so they 
shoot straight. Never did it. Instead 
T've been practicing with the 
putting the arrows into the 
however they fly. Tuning the 
a good idea, but how come I'm not 
that worried about it? 


Options galore! There are more 
toys and gizmos to attach to a bow 
than you can shake a broadhead at 
Balance weights, overdraws, string 
silencers and electronic illuminated 
sights are available, Sorry. All I've 
got on mine is a quiver and simple 
sights, and that makes the bow quite 
heavy enough, thank you. But it's 
worth emphasizing that not every 
toy is made to fit on your particular 
bow. Check before you buy! 

Well, that about covers what I've 
Iearned about archery. Robin Hood 
I'm not, but I've come a long way 

But now I've got the toughest task 
of all -- I've somehow got to wait 
until the season arrives. But that’s a 
whole month away, and I'm biting 
my nails now!

order for all the schools together 
reduces cost by volume purchasing 
and one p.o. being processed. Since 
my tenure, I can sce this as possibly 
being assessed one of two ways. 
First, Mrs. Paglia doesn’t think 
nurses are necessary (not true) or 
that could be a practical solution to 
research. The latter tends to get 
less attention. I know of at least one 
new board member who feels the 
same way about organized 
spending. 

Each school has its own program 
and its own supplies and material 
accounts within the program. What 
is wrong with a system wide 
inventory? In other words, school 
base management forwards 
request$ to a purchasing agent or 
business administrator to research 
the best quality for the best price 
and the total supplies for the system 
can be purchased wholesale. It 
could even lead to more time for 
the administrators to evaluate 
curriculum, teachers, school 
culture, or actual teaching time 
while saving money. So crazy it 
just might work. The assumption 
that the budget process doesn't 
need a second look failed to be 
proven on June 14. 


I don't dispute that the budget 
process has been improved 
recently, but Iam suggesting more 
changes are possible. Subsequently, 
the budget process is subject to 
review because of the 12 million 
dollar price tag. If 1 were elected 
(barely, 1 admit) to say, “That's 
nice, Mr, Superintendent -- let's 
vote for it,” then there's really no 
need for a school committee and 
the whole idea is a farce. Logically, 
this concept should apply to middle 
management as well, This has 
nothing to do with loyalty or who 
is superintendent -- it has to do 
with my job, your children, your 
money, your property value and 
the future of society. No hidden 
innuendo, we are on the same team. 

In the meantime, some dedicated 
people have been working very 
hard for our children, For years on 
end, teachers everywhere have 
worked with the mood swings of 
management. and taxpayers. 
Mostly, their ideals and beliefs 
have nourished their souls. it 
wasn't until their personal survival 
was in question did they speak on 
their own behalf at all. The loss is 
great. We now have fewer male 
teachers as role models in a society 
that accepts single parenting more 
graciously than before. There are 
fewer opportunities for female 
administrators because that is 
where the male educators had to go 
to survive. The current attitude is, 
“It’s a second income." or "They 
have summers off; if a teacher 
isn't a mom/dad working for a 
living. Perhaps, they really enjoy 
coping with less educational issues 
because government mandates 
caring; which is why they are there 
in the first place. In Wilmington, 
we have been blessed with a staff 
that cooperates with circumstances, 
This is a gift worth appreciating, 

For example, I'm told teachers 
can accumulate only so many sick 
days and the excess is forfeited. 
Reasonable for the tech business; 
but “use them or lose them" when 
you're cutting the substitute 
accounts doesn’t seem right. How 
about donating the excess to the 
sick bank account for colleagues or 
an incentive pay for not using the 
days. It could still save some 
money and show appreciation as 
well.

It was in 1916 that the first 
self-service grocery store first 
opened its doors to the public.

During World War I, Wilson 
raised $100,000 for the Red Cross 
by selling the wool from the 
White House sheep, which Wilson 
purchased before the war. to 
replace the gardeners who were 
drafted into the army. 

It was Vice-President Thomas 
Marshall who coined the phrase, 
“what this country needs is a real- 
ly good five-cent cigar.”"When the 
depression came along in the 
1930s, Franklin F. Adams 
changed Marshall's phrase to, 
"what this country needs is a 
good five-cent nickel.” 

It was sixty-one years ago this 
month that the Justice Department 
arrested 75,000 civilians in two 
days and charged them with dodg- 
ing the draft. The Justice 
Department ended up with, as the 
old saying goes, ""egg on its face" 
when it learned that only three 
present of those arrested were ille- 
gally out of uniform 

During the same period in 
1918 the baseball season was cut 
short because of World War I. The 
order to curtail the baseball sea- 
son didn't come from the commis- 
sioner of baseball; it originated 
from the secretary of war. 

An interesting note of irony 
World War I ended precisely on 
the cleventh hour of the eleventh 
day of the eleventh month of 
1918, 

"God gave me moncy.”- John 
D. Rockefeller.

Old Gringo 


"Old Gringo” Starring Jane 
Fonda, Gregory Peck, Jimmy 
Smits. Directed by Luis Puenzo. 
Produced by Lois Bonfiglio. 
Screenplay by Aida Bortnik, 
Puenzo. Based upon the book 
"Gringo Viejo" by Carlos Fuentes.

Jane Fonda worked on devel- 
oping "Old Gringo" for eight 
years, Director Luis Puenzo trav- 
cled throughout Mexico, tracing 
the footsteps of the weary old man 
in Carlos Fuentes' book, exten- 
sively researching costumes, loca- 
tions, background. Top designers 
were brought in to give this film 
an authentic flare, All the care 
shows, it looks just wonderful. 
But looks can be deceiving. 

Every frame of this movie 
screams "epic." The sweeping vis- 
tas of old Mexico, gorgeously 
brought to life in muted colors 
that softly caress the eyes. The 
score is old-time lush, lots of vio- 
lins with a distinctly Hispanic fla- 
vor. The cast couldn't be any big- 
ger in terms of box-office recogni- 
tion. With all this, you'd think 
Columbia would have a hit on 
their hands, No way, Jose. 

The main problem of the film 
can be summed up in three little 
words: slow, slow, slow. This 
story of three unlikely compan- 
ions brought together during the 
Mexican Revolution of 1913 is so 
overworked and underfelt that you 
may as well be watching cement 
dry. It would have about the same 
emotional satisfaction, 

Fonda plays Harriet Winslow, a 
spinster schoolteacher who can 
feel herself drying up in a pas- 
sionless life she shares with her 
aged mother. In an effort to 
change all that, she packs up and 
heads to Mexico, where she has 
been hired by the wealthy 
Miranda family as a governess 
Harrict, who apparently doest 
read the newspapers, lands in 
Chihuahua in the middle of the 
Revolution. Because she thinks 
nothing will happen to her, or 
because really doesn't want to go 
home to mom, she continues on to 
the Miranda hacienda. Unwitt- 
ingly, she has traveled with revo- 
lutionaries who use her to gain 
entrance to the Miranda estate. 


The most glaring example of 
the emotional sterility of the film 
falls into the lap of Smit's Colonel 
Arroyo. He's a bastard son of the 

i nda clan, yet he 
serves Pancho villa as a revolu- 
tionary. When he finally takes the 
hacienda that is supposedly the 
symbol of all he hates, we are 
suddenly told of his torn loyalties, 
that he has become paralyzed by 


his past. An audience should 
never be told such a thing, we 
should see it, feel it. His internal 
strife comes out of nowhere, in 
reaction to nothing. 

The only saving grace is 
Gregory Peck. As the 71-year-old 
Ambrose Bierce, Peck brings 
humor, honesty and class to the 
production. His performance ‘cuts 
through the bloated pretensions 
around him, grounding him firmly 
in our memories while the others 
sink in a sea of mysticism. He 
injects such life into his character 
that he blows Fonda, with all her 
close-ups, and Smits, with his 
intensity, right out of Old Mexico. 
Maybe Peck will get an Academy 
Award nomination before the film 
is hustled off into pay TV limbo.
